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Sedum hispanicum 

L. Hideaki Ohba : On a naturalized Sedum, S. hispanicum L., in 

central and northern Honshu, Japan 
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Summary Recently I have realized that Sedum hispanicum L. occurred nat¬ 
urally in some localities in central and northern Honshu, Japan. S. hispanicum 
is known as a good representative of Mediterranean flora in Sedum, ranging from 
E. Mediterranean to Caucasus and Asia Minor. Thus, its presence in Japan is 
regarded as an artificial extension. The naturalized plant is growing on or 
among exposed roughish rocks, and has mostly 5-merous white or pinkish flowers.
